TORONTO IN BLIZZARD'S GRIP. 


Gale and of 
Mechs iocks Tae. 


Toronto, Ont., Feb, 6.—-For twenty 
hours Toronto has been In the grip of 
a biiazard which has |nterfered with 
street car traffic, disorganized the 
railway Service and inconvenienced the 
whole city. The snow fall was ele- 
ven inches, double the previous total 
for the whole winter.

GREEK COAL MINERS 
‘ START WAR IN UTAH 


Armed Uprising Suppressed nt Coxt 
Five Lives—f3and of oo Rotts 
Scatters Among the Hille—Porac 
of Ecual Number in Pursuit,

Salt Lake City, Feb. 6—An armed 
uprising of Greek coal miners at Ken- 
ilworth, Carbon County, Utah, was 
suppressed today after four men had 
been killed, one fataly injured and 
several others slightly wounded by 
fiying bullets, 

Tonight the rioters, nearly 200 in 
humber, are retreating through the 
hills in scattered bands with Helper 
station, on the Rio Grande railway, 
ag their objective point. A ss posse 
numbering, all told, about 200 men, 
are chasing the Greeks to prevent 
their escape. As the latter are armed, 
further fighting is expected. 

The trouble began last Friday when 
the Greek miners complained that 
discrimination was shown in the 
weighing of coal in favor of the Am- 
ericans. <A proposal from the mine 
superintendent that they appoint 
their own weighers failed to give eat- 
isfaction. This morning the Greeks 
took to the foothills and commenced 
a desultory fire upon the Americans 
who Were going to work. In attempt- 
ing to dislodge the sharpshooters, 
Deputy Sheriff Thomas Jackson was 
killed and another deputy was fatally 
wounded, When two of the Greeks 
had teen*killed, one mortally wound- 
ed, and fivd others captured, the rest 
took to flight. 


NO THOUGHT OF CANADA. 


Hint to Permi¢ Damming of St. Law- 
rence River Reported. 


New York, Feb. 7.—A Washington 
special to the Herald says legislation 
for the damming of the Long Sault 
lupids, on the St. Lawrence River, is 
in such shape that failing an agree- 
ment With the Canadian government 
the promoters will try to do it any- 
how, is the statement made by Chas. 
KB. Littlefield.

MILK FAMINE IN MANITOBA. 


More Than Thousand Gallons Import- 
ed Daily From U, 8. by Winnipes.

a milk famine, according to United 

States Consul General John E. Jones, 

at Winnipeg. 

More than 1,000 gallons of milk 
are imported into Winnipeg daily, 
though with the ad valorem duty of 
17 1-2 per cent, milk has risen in 
price to a point where the dealer 
eannot profit. 

The people of Manitoba, Mr. Jones 
reports, are hoping for the passage of 
the pending reciprocity agreement be- 
tween Canada and the United States, 
which admits milk free of duty. 


NO STRIKES AT KINGSTON.

Auction Sale Held at Land Office— 
Costs Too Much Says

The auction sale of the timber cut 
last summer along the right of Way 
of the Alberta and Great “‘Wattrways 
and seized some weeks ago by the 
Department of the Interior for timber 
dues, was closed within a quarter of 
an hour this morning, no bid having 
been made. A crowd of indifferent 
spectators, with a small number of 
interested parties, were the only ones 
that attended the sale this morning 
in the lobby of the Dominion Land 
Offioe. 

Shortly after eleven o'clock, K. W. 
McKenzgle, Crown timver agent, and 
H, A. Clark, chief clerk, advanced to 
the counter, and, after the prelimin. 
ary rapping, order was called and the 
tcllowing announcement made: 

“Pursuant to the provisions of the 
Dominion Lands’ Act and the timber 
regulations, the Department of the 
Interior has seized certain § timber, 
iying along the right of way of the 
Alberta and Great Waterways Rail- 
tay, which timber J am now offering 
tor sale.” j <a | 

The timber consists of the follow- 
ing items; 91,075 railway ties, ¢in. x 
Gin. x 8ft.; 20,593 fence posts, Tin, x 
Gtt.; 73,611 lineal feet bridge and 
3,214 telegraph poles, 25 feet long, 
all peeled; 324 pieces tamarac piling, 
estimated to contain 11,340 lineal 
feet, 

"The timber lies in range 22, west 
of the fourth meridian, and lies trom 
township 56 to township 60, 

“The quantities are only approxi- 
mate and @re not guaranteed by the 
Department. Purchasers take these 
eetimates entirely at their own risk.” 

There was a pause of some minutes 
after this first announcement, but no 
bid was made. Finally, after the 
lapse Of a reasonable length of time, 
Mr. Clarke passed on to the second 
lot, comprising telegraph poles and 
piling. Again the auctioneer was 
met with a stolid silence, After a 
Wait the lists were closed, and Mr, 
Clarke announced: “If anyone wishes 
to make Offer by private tender for 
the whole or eny part of the timber, 
we will be ready to receive it at any 
time,” 

This closed the scene and the audi- 
ence melted into informal groups to 
talk over the resuit, 

Speaking to the Bulletin after- 
wards, Dr. McInnis said: ‘The upset 
prices were very low, as far as the 
value of the timker jis concerned. 
The estimates, too, are all well under 
the actual amounts.” 


Running down the list, Dr. McInnis 
showed that each item was from five 


to ten per cent, low, Taking the 
correct figures and allowing mini- 
mum prices, the first lot was well 


worth $3,500, 
was $2,905, 

“Why didn’t someone bid?” a rash 
reporter asked, 


“Well,” laughed Dr. McInnis, “my 
man utrived in town last night with 
the tender for hauling. The lowest 
was 40 cents for the ties, to the near- 
est point on the railway, As they 
are worth only 30 centsc, it would be 
rather poor business. Those tender- 
ing for the hauling weren't unreason- 
able either. They will not. make 
more than $6.00 a day for their 
teams, and as pricea of hay and grain 
are high, you see where they get off. 
The haul is twenty-three miles from 
the Athabasca Landing line and 
thirty-five from the main line of the 
C.N.R."

ON COLD LAKE SHORE 


Sixteen Sc¢tidns ‘of Original’ Chipe- 
wyan Reserve Exchanged by De- 
partment of Interior for Equét 
Area Bordering on Cold Lake in 
Response to Request of Indians, 


TEN PAGES TO-DAY. 


Sixteen sections of the Cold Lake 
Indian Reserve, which lies about 
eight miles north of Lieydminster, 
have been exchanged, on the recom- 
mendation of the Minister of the In- 
terior, by order-in-council, for an 
equal area of land outside the pre- 
sent reserve, in order to give the In- 
dians direct access to the shores of 
the lake, Application for the ex- 
change was Made by the Department 
of Indian Affairs on behalf of the In- 
dians of the reserve. Notice of the 
exchange 18 contained in the latest is- 
sue of the Canada Gazette, 

The lands of which an exchange is 
effected are sixteen gections in Town- 
ships 61 and 62, range 3, west of the 
Fourth Meridian, comprised in the 
Cold Lake Indian Reserve, and an 
equal area of land in townships 63 
and 63 west of the Fourth Meridian, 

The exchange is made with the 
provision that the regular statutory 
road allowance across the lands add- 
ed to the reserve may, with the con- 
sent of the Department of Indian 
Affairs, be opened out at any time 
that they may be required for the de- 
velopment of the country. The lands 
surrendered by the Indians is vested 
in the Department of the Interior, to 
be disposed of in the ordinary way, 
under the provisions of the Dominion 
Lands Act. 

The Cold Lake Indian reserve con- 
sists of 73 square miles of land lying 
southwest of Cold Lake and wae set 
apart as a reserve for Chipewyan 
Indians Who had been living north of 
the Beaver river, near Cold Lake, in 
April, 1904. The majority of the 
Indians took up their abode on the 
reserve provided for them, but a 
number objected to going south of the 
river, where they would be away 
from the lake, and made the request 
that they be located on its shores, 
which has been granted.

But They Are Unwilling]to Support

Ottawa, Feb. 6—After several days 
of caucussing on the reciprocity agree- 
Ment with the United States, Mr. Bor. 
den's followerm are still unable to 
find out just where they are at. They 
are on the horns of a dilemma. Not 
to oppose the agreement, which prom. 
ises to be the largest political influ- 
ence in the next general election cam. 
palge, would give the government an 
immense tactical advantage, and 
leave the opposition, as in the last 
campaign, without any large issue on 
which to amaké their oppeal. It 
would be a tacit endorsation of the 
government's fiscal policy. 

On the other hand opposition to the 
agreement by the party as a whole ie 
belleved by many to be impalitic, since 
it would be running counter to the 
common sense of the people and the 
general interests of the countty. 
There Ss a darge section of the party 
who are strenuously opposed to any 
such suicidal policy, and who realize 
that their constituents cannot be 
hoodwinked hy the specious argu- 
ments of the wpecial fnterests now 
criteizing the agreement. 

The western Conservatives and most 
of the representatives from rural con- 
stituencies, recognizing that their only 
hope of re-election is to get Gn with 
the Liberals in support of the agree- 
ment, are étrongly urging the party 
not to make the tactical mistake of 
voting against it. 

On the other hand some of the east- 
ern urban representatives and ultra 
Tory members are anxious to adopt 
the usual policy onf beatig the Im- 
perialistic drum and opposing the 
government whether right or wrong. 

As a result of the opposing councils 
no decision as to party policy had 
been reached when the caucus broke 
up this afternoon. Another effort will 
be made to reach some acceptable 
comprimise Between the divergent 
sections of the party before Tues- 
day next, when the debate on Mr, 
Fielding’s resolutions will be resumed, 
It is considered probable that the ult!- 
mate decision will be to fet each 
member of the Opposition act in the 
matter as he thinks will best suit his 
political interests in his own constit- 
vency. Some comparatively non- 
committal Opposition amendment 
may be agreed upon, expressing re- 
gret that the Government is endanger- 
ing the consummation of the scheme 
of international preferential trade. 

Indications point to an opposition 
policy of damning the reciprocity 

agreement with faint praise, and criti- 
cizing it in particular cases whefe 
temporary embarrassment may be 
caused to special interests without at 
the same time coming out openly 
against it aga whole. M 

The Liberals, on the other hand, are 
practically a unit In enthusiastic en- 
dorsation of the. agreement us a 
whole. Almost. the only  oPjection 
comes from the Liberal representa- 
tives of the fruit and market garden 
districts of Ontario, who fear the com- 
petition of early American fruits and 
vegetables, It is safe to predict, 
however, that when the final vote on 
the tariff resolutions is reached, they 
will be supported by a solid govetn- 
ment majority, and the agreement 28 
a whole will not be very bitterly fought 
bythe oppoaition.

farmers is not done for months till 
the price is satisfactory. Two of the 
threshers in the Leduc district have 
threshed about 100,000 bushels each. 
Some groups of farmers own their 
own machines. Three years ago the 
grain deliveries at Leduc were report- 
ed at 400,000 bushels. But even in 
1910, which some call the lean year, 
those who ought to know estimate the 
Ledue grain deliveries from 1910 crop 
as about 350,000 bushels. 

This jis surely a good showing from 
a district which some might shun on 
account of the brush. But the exam- 
ples quoted surely prove beyond a 
doubt that the land which grows the 
brush can grow the grain, The fact of 
a bushy growth indicates a rich soil 
and an abundance of moisture, There 
is also an absence of those strong 
winds which sweep over the treeless 
prairie.

But the settlers around Leduc are 
glad that the treeless prairies are be- 
ing settled for the coet of clearing 
their land is reducod tince there 18 
now a ready market for the bye-pro- 
duct formerly burnt up @8 useless, 
Last year 85 carloads of willow pic- 
kets were loaded at Leduc and ship- 
ped to the south and east. Farmers 
get two cents each for a willow picket 
with a two inch top. Some of the far- 
mers living out even twenty miles 
from Leduc haul in their willow pic- 
kets thus reducing the cost of clear- 
ing their brush farm. These 865 car- 
loads would represent about 360,000 
pickets which at two cents each meann 
& casa asset to the district of $7,200 
in one year, 

Tamarac posts sell for 7c for seven 
foot length or at the rate of one cent 
per foot, The C.P.R, are holding a 
certain C.P.R. quarter at $17 per acre. 
In the early rush of settlement this 
wooded quarter was left as a cull but 
now since fence posts and tamarac are 
in demand this quarter is considered 
more valuable than formerly. A few 
years ago the pick of the best of the 
c.P.R, land wag offered upon easy 
terms at $3 per acre. 

Leduc has a sub-agency of the Do- 
minion Lands. Homesteads can atill be 
had about 35 miles to the west of 
Leduc but close to the railway most 
of the land is patented, 

Leduc has Many comfortable homes, 
One of the finest cost $10,000 and has 
a complete interna! system of water- 
works and heating. It is also wired 
ready for the time when the town 
shall be favored with a system of 
electric light. 

Settlers in the outlying districts to 
the west of Leduc have an advantage 
in being able to secure togs for build- 
ing material and are able to cut the 
logs in the bush and have them sawn 
at the portable mills in the back set- 
tlements. Lumber sawn at these mills 
is also hauled to Leduc for local con- 
sumption in the town. This no doubt 
has been a factor in increaisng the 
number of comfortable homes in both 
town and district and is a fact 
worthy of comparison with the less 
favored towns and settlements of the 
treeless prairie where’ the local 
agents of big lumber companies sup- 
ply all the building material fmport- 
ed by the carload and sold at an tn- 
creased price owing to the freight 
rates. Trees may have to be cleared 
away before the fertile soi] can grow 
crops, but lumber, fuel and fencing 
are important factors even in the 
growing of crops.
